1—It falls on those only who are 
present. 


2—It is not fair to those who are 
absent and who would willing- 
ly give if notified . 


38—It does not represent the real 
spirit of a Commandery member- 
ship. 


4—It places the burden, if burden 
it is, on a few, and this is 
obviously unfair. 


5—It takes time and real effort to 
raise a given sum in a short 
time and this is not always prac- 
ticable when depending on in- 
dividual contributions. 


Here is a suggestion based upon 
our belief that each Knight Templar 
belonging to a Commandery in this 
grand jurisdiction will do his share 
if he be asked, namely;—anticipate 
the next disaster and create a fund 
distinctly for this and no other pur- 
pose. Send a coin card to every 
member and ask each to send in a 
like amount, no more, no less, so 
that every member will be on the 
same footing, and above all explain 
clearly the purpose and how such a 
fund will be administered. Hold the 
amount till called for. 


We have a right to take into caleu- 
lation our large membership and re- 
duce an individual contribution to a 
reasonable minimum the sum total of 
which would make a sizeable amount 
commensurate with what we really 


ought to do when the human 
calls.
